Puts Kennedy Over in IMfinois 


Democratic Winner’s Once Huge Lead 
Was Steadily Whittled Away — Nixon 
| Moved Out in Front Temporarily. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 9 (AP) — 
Senator John F. Kennedy today 
captured Illinois’s 27 electoral 
votes by a margin of less than 
one vote per precinct. 

The Illinois votes gave the 
President-elect an assured total 
of 299 electoral votes. Minne- 
sota’s earlier 11 electoral votes 
had put the Democratic nominee 
over the top of the 269 electoral 
votes needed for election. 


In Illinois, Kennedy had led 
his Republican opponent, Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
most of the way since yester- 
day’s count began. However, 
Kennedy’s once huge margin of 
300,000 votes was steadily whit- 
tled away during the morning 
hours until a surge of votes from 
traditionally Republican down- 
state counties temporarily gave 
Nixon a lead of about 4000 votes. 

But a block of 25,000 votes 
from heavily Democratic Cook 
county (Chicago) shot Kennedy 
back into the lead to stay.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP)—John F. Kennedy 
won the presidency today. He is the first Roman 
Catholic and the youngest man, 43 years old, ever 
elected to the nation’s highest office. 

Minnesota gave the Massachusetts Senator its 11 
electoral votes and put him over the 269 mark needed 
to wrap up a victory that for many hours had appeared 
to be his. Kennedy’s electoral vote count at that point 
(shortly before noon St. Louis time), was 272. Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon's electoral total at that 
time was 177, 

This afternoon Illinois with its 27 electoral votes 
/was added to the Kennedy column, giving him a total 
of 299. With 153,128 of 166,107 voting units reporting on 
yesterday’s élection in which nearly 70,000,000 Ameri- 
cans voted, the count was:

President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
rolled up a winning margin of 
more than 600,000. 


The Massachusetts Senator had 
three basic things going for him 
this time: (1) A Democratic 
state administration and enthusi- 
astic backing by the Pittsburgh 
and Philadelphia city organiza- 
tions; (2) economically depressed 
conditions in the coal mines, rail- 
roads and steel mills of this in- 
dustrial state, and (3) a Demo- 
cratic edge, of about 3000, 
in registration for the first time 
in 100 years. 


Kennedy had roughly 52 per 
cent of the vote, while Mr. Eisen- 
hower — in his 1956 win over 
Adlai Stevenson — had a winning 
percentage of 57. Both Nixon and 
Kennedy made intensive efforts 
to win Pennsylvania, spending— 
with their vice-presidential run- 
ning mates — 30 days in the 
state, 

Despite Kennedy’s win, the Re- 
publicans picked up two congres- 
sional seats from the Democrats, 


Democrats and 16 Republicans. 

The Legislature was a differ- 
ent story. The Democrats were 
holding their slim majority in 
the House and needed only a 
victory in one of two races in 
which they were leading to take 
the Senate. 

The big story of the Penn- 
sylvania election, however, was 
Kennedy’s 611,875 to 285,468 mar- 
gin.in Philadelphia. City chair- 
man William Green, who won 
his seventh term in Congress, 
had predicted Kennedy would 
take the city by 250,000. 

‘This is fantastic,”’ said Green. 

Allegheny county had given 
Mr. Eisenhower a 55 per cent 
edge in 1956. Luzerne (Wilkes-

On the basis of early returns 
before the sun went down on the 
eastern seaboard, the Remington 
Rand Univac used by the Amer- 
ican Broadcasting Co. said Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
would win. Univac changed its 
mind two hours later and start- 
ed predicting Senator John F. 
Kennedy would win. =’ 

The CBS electronic pundit, 
called the 7090 computer, fore- 
saw a Nixon victory based on 
early returns. Later - returns 
changed 7090's election outlook 
in favor of Kennedy. 

An RCA 501 computer used by 


NBC stuck with Kennedy 
throughout the night. It was 
the only computer, as the net- 
work pointed out, not to go for 
Nixon at any time. 

The three computers offered 
wide variation in predictions on 
the electoral vote outcome, pop- 
ular vote percentages, House and 
Senate results and odds on a 
Kennedy victory.. The odds fig- 
ured out by NBC’s 501 com- 
puter plunged from 332.3 to 1 
(the highest the ‘machine could 
g0) for a Kennedy triumph, to 
6.5 to 1 for a Kennedy victory 
within two hours. It then went 
back to 300 to 1, and NBC said 
the drop was a result of a tempo- 
rary change in the system of 
using the machine.

ATOMIC KILLER SUBMARINE 
DEDICATED; HAS TV ON IT 


GROTON, Conn., Nov. 9 (UPI) 
—The first atomic-powered killer 
submarine, the Tullibee, built 
specifically to track down and 
destroy enemy submarines, was 
commissioned today. 

Vice Adm. John T. Hayward, 
deputy chief of naval operations, 
said the Tullibee was “a highly 
significant addition to the Navy’s 
anti-submarine warfare capa- 
bility.” It carries the smallest 
crew of any of the atomic under- 
sea ships built so far. There are 
60 men and six officers, com- 
manded by Comdr. Richard E. 
Jortberg of Portland, Me. 

The Tullibee displaces 2600 
tons and is 273 feet long. It is 
the first submarine equipped 
with a closed-circuit television 
for movies, programming educa- 
tional study work and the skip- 
per to address the crew.

’ Other Presidents have given 
careful consideration to this 
problem of the gap between the 
election and the inauguration, 
particularly in the days when 
the gap was four months, rather 
than two and a half, as at pres- 
ent. 

PRESIDENT LINCOLN, for 
example, was convinced that he 
was going to lose the election 
of 1864. Accordingly, on Aug. 
23, 1864, he wrote the following 
mote on a piece of paper. 


“This morning, as for some 
days past, it seems exceedingly 
probable that this administra- 
tion will not be re-elected. Then 
it will be my duty to so co-oper- 
ate with the President-elect as 
to save the union between the 
election and the inauguration; 
as he will have secured his elec- 
tion on such ground that he can 
not possibly save it afterwards.” 

Mr. Lincoln then signed it, 
folded the paper in such a way 
that ‘its cogtents could not be 
Tread, and instructed each mem- 
ber of his cabinet to sign it 
without knowing what they were 
signing. ter the election he 
let them what they had 
signed. 
~ Woodrow Wilson, again with 
@is transitional problem in 
mind, took an even more dras- 
tic step the day before the close 
élection of 1916 when he thought 
he was going to lose to Charles 
Fvans Hughes. 


IN THOSE DAYS, the line of 
presidential succession ran from 
the President to the Vice Presi- 
dent and then to the Secretary 
of State. With this succession in 
mind, President Wilson wrote 
on Nov. 5, 1916, and enclosed in 
@ wax-sealed envelope, a letter 
to Secretary of State Robert 
Lansing asking him to resign if 


to that command for use in de- 


Mr. Hughes won the election on 
the following day. 

In that event, President Wil- 
son wrote, he would appoint Mr. 
Hughes Secretary of State, and 
then join the Vice President and 
Secretary Lansing in resigning, 
so that Hughes would succeed 
to the presidency without delay. 
(Incidentally, this letter now 
hangs in the Washington office 
of Secretary Lansing’s nephew, 
Allen Dulles, head of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency). 


No such drastic measures are 
now necessary, but the fore- 
sight and spirit of Lincoln and 
Wilson reflections still apply. 
President Eisenhower could, for 
example, invite his successor to 
engage at once in the prepara- 
tions for the NATO meeting in 
Paris. 

He could also ask the forth- 
coming Cabinet members, when 
chosen, to observe the activities 
of the various departments and 
arrange security clearance so 
that they could begin familiariz- 
ing themselves with current 
problems in the very near 
future. 


IT IS EVEN conceivable that 
President Eisenhower could use 
the appointive power to add to 
the United States delegation at 
the United Nations the man who 
will be United States ambassa- 
dor to the U.N. next year, so 
that the new appointee would 
have the advantage of experi- 
ence in the current session of 
the General Assembly. 

In such ways, the key mem- 
bers of the new administration 
who will be charged with re- 
sponsibility in the fields of for- 
eign policy and defense, could 
begin pre,-ring for their new 
jobs at all levels from the U.N. 
delegation to the National Se- 
curity Council as soon as they 
were chosen. 

No doubt the President-elect 
will ask some members of the 
Eisenhower team to remain, and 
they will provide some con- 
tinuity, but the quicker the 
whole new Cabinet can be ap- 
pointed and invited to observe 
the operations of the depart- 
ments they will control next 
year, the smoother will be the 
transition efter Jan. 20.

Decision of an Urban Electorate 


The narrowness of Senator Kennedy's popu- 
lar vote majority marks a closely divi 
electorate in national terms, but does not 
detract from the significance of his victory. 
it is noteworthy that he won most of the 
great urban centers of population across the 
country. With the exception of Ohio, he 
carried the big industrial states and ran much 
better than some had expected in the South 
—thus putting together again the Franklin 
D. Roosevelt coalition of the 30s. The narrow 
victory in Texas suggests that Lyndon John- 
son's role in the campaign was a vital one, 
and that his selection as vice-presidential can- 
didate was a stroke of political insight. 


The nature of the outcome should reassure 
any Americans who feared a runaway radical- 
ism if Senator Kennedy were elected. Both 
because of the close popular vote and because 
the South was essential to his victory, Senator 
Kennedy will be compelled to persuade rather 
than command, to treat rather than dictate. 
Not having increased the Democratic majority 
in Congress, he cannot claim an unlimited 
mandate. Yet from the great urban majority 
which constitutes the heart of modérn Ameri- 
ca he has a mandate to push for his program 
of moderate social and economic reform. 


It seems likely that this domestic program 
— Senator Kennedy's stand on the “bread- 
and-butter” issues—was the crucial element 
in the election. Unemployment, the needs of 
distressed areas, the slow rate of economic 
growth, problems of automation, medical care 
for the aged, education—these are the mat- 
ters which the electorate wants the new 
President to tackle in a vigorous way. .Stand- 
ing on the record of the past is not enough. 
A majority wants to move forward; yet clearly 
the national temper calls for careful rather 
than precipitate advance. 


In foreign policy, also, the nature of Sena- 
tor Kennedy's mandate is qualified by the 
closeness of his plurality. It appears likely 
that had foreign policy been the sole issue 
in the campaign the voters would have pre- 
ferred to leave the presidency in the hands 
of Mr. Nixon, as the designated heir of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. The reason is not difficult 
to fathom. The American people deeply and 
passionately want peace. 


Senator Kennedy, we are confident, wants 


peace, too, and we trust that his ways of pur- 


suing it will be just as effective as the Eisen- 
hower Administration's ways, or more 80. 
He now faces a more urgent obligation than 
ever to choose the very best advisers the na- 
tion can offer, and to dedicate his Adminis- 
tration to the search for peaceful solutions of 
outstanding international problems. 


It has been a long, arduous and divisive 
campaign. Now it is the responsibjlity of all 
to close ranks and prepare for the trials 
ahead. Senator Kennedy's candidacy was 
based from the first on a call for social 
effort, sacrifice, and national striving as op- 
posed to private indulgence and complacency. 
He has not exactly won a resounding triumph 
for this attitude, but considering the natural 
tendency of the people to be complacent when 
possible it is remarkable perhaps that he won 
at all. We hope and believe he -can wisely 
meet the vast responsibilities of leadership 
with which he has been entrusted. 


Unified Control 


For the first time in six years the country 
will have a government in which control of 
the executive and legislative branches is held 
by ‘members of the same party. President 
Eisenhower was able to live at peace with 
the Democratic Congress because of his im- 
mense popularity and because of the middle- 
of-the-road leadership of the Texans, Johnson 
and Rayburn. Vice President Nixon could 
not have expected the same comity. 


Senator Kennedy will have a Senate ap- 
proximately 2-to-1 Democratic and a House 
with a heavy Democratic majority, even 
though some 14 Democratic Congressmen 
were defeated for re-election. His majorities 
in the Capitol do not mean necessarily, how- 
ever, that he will have an easy time with his 
liberal program. Southerners will continue 
to hold many important committee chairman- 
ships. Senator Byrd of Virginia, who refused 
to. indorse Mr. Kennedy, will remain as chair- 
man of the powerful Finance Committee. 


Senator Kennedy’s first congressional prob- 
lem will be a decision’on whom he will sup- 
port for Majority Leader. In moving from 
the Senate leadership to the vice-presidency 
Senator Johnson leaves a post that will not be 
easy to fill. It is true that Senator Johnson 
has often been.criticized for blocking liberal 
legislation; nevertheless, he formed a unique 
bridge between North and South. Senator 
Kennedy will doubtless pick a man more in 
sympathy with his progressive program than 


. Senator Johnson often has appeared to be. 


The composition of the Senate will be 
changed hardly at all. Senator Long of Mis- 
souri is expected to vote generally along the 
lines of the policies that guided his predeces- 
sor, the lgte Senator Hennings. He will not 
be able to give Senator Kennedy the support 
he could have counted on from Senator Hen- 
nings, however. Senator Douglas of Illinois 
fortunately was returned to Washington with 
a great majority. Two progressive Republi- 
cans who won re-election can be expected to 
give the new President important backing on 
some issues — Senators Case of New Jersey 
and Cooper of Kentucky. 


Mr. Kennedy’s failure to increase the Dem- 
ocratic majority in the House may well be 
substantiation for the theory that the tide of 


_ Demoeratic liberalism reached its peak in the 


last Congress. Republican gains were not 
heavy, however. Missouri Republicans ¢ou- 
bled their House representation, retaining the 
able Representative Curtis of Webster Groves 
and replacing the progressive Representative 
Brown in the Springfield area with a con- 
servative, Dr. Durward Hall. St. Louis Repre- 
sentatives Sullivan and Karsten had no sub- 
stantial ‘opposition; neither did Representa- 
tive Price of East St. Louis. 


The Challenge to Missouri 


Missouri's heavy vote cast another shadow 
over the strength of the two-party system 
here since the Democrats swept across the 
state ticket with ease. Even their appointed 
incumbent Senator, Edward V. Long, defeat- 
ed Republican Lon Hocker by a large margin 
in what the G.O.P. had hoped would be a 
close contest. | 

Attorney General John M. Dalton proved 
the Democrats’ best vote-getter, but.his 280,000 
edge for the governorship now becomes a 
challenge to his leadership.

School Bonds Fail 


Failure of the St. Louis school bond issue 
—the third and worst defeat since last March 
—is most disheartening. It amounts to a re- 
fusal by the voters to shoulder their responsi- 
bility to support adequately public education 
in the city. 

As a consequence a great many youngsters 
will have to continue attending classes in 
schools the Fire Department regards as sub- 
standard from the fire-safety viewpoint. Some 
3600 pupils and more will have to be trans- 
ported in busses from their home neighbor- 
hoods to schools as far as eight miles away. 
This is expensive; it also is highly undesirable, 
especially for the younger children who ought 
to be schooled closed to home. 

A School Board dominated by those who 
have consistently put personal and ward in- 
terests ahead of the children is not in a happy 
position to persuade the people to meet the 
system's capital needs. If it can’t act, per- 
haps an aroused group of parents may have 
to do so after first cleaning house at next 
spring's election of Board members. No is 
an unacceptable answer to the school building 
problem. 


Defeat of the City Charter licensing pro- 
posal means the Aldermen: will be unable to 
remedy inequities in the existing licensing tax 
structure. As things stand now the Alder- 
men can license only the 88 types of busi- 
nesses specifically listed when the Charter 
was adopted in 1914; the amendment would 
have increased that number to about 600— 
but new license taxes could have been im- 
posed only after separate action by the Alder- 
men, 


Splendid Start in the County 


By approving the two Revenue Department 
amendments to the County Charter, voters 
there struck an effective biow for efficiency 
in the patronage-ridden county government. 
The amendments take the assessing and tax- 
collecting functions out of the hands of the 
township politicians. and provide for their 
nonpartisan administration under the merit 
principle. 

What is good and appropriate for those two 
functions ought to be equally applicable to 
the whole range of county government. There 
is no real justification for electing such purely 
administrative offices as Highway Engineer, 
Public Administrator, Recorder of Deeds, 
Sheriff, Treasurer, Cireuit and County Clerk 
and Coroner, among others. All these func- 
tions ought to be centered under the elected 


Supervisor and brought under the merit 
system. 


Submission of Charter changes to bring 
about these necessary and desirable objec- 
tives should be a job for the Democratic- 
dominated Council. But if the Councilmen 
fail to act, then perhaps the Citizens Com- 
mittee which has done such a splendid job 
in applying the merit principle to the assess- 
ing and collecting functions would be willing 
to take on this even greater task. 


(ood Work in Hlinois 


‘In Illinois, the voters of our sister state 
doubly deserve felicitations for the election 
of Judge Otto Kerner as Governor and the 
apparent approval of $345,000,000 in bond 
issues to finance expansion of the university 
system and mental welfare institutions. 

Their rejection of Gov. William G. Stratton, 
‘who sought a third term, was eloquent and 
conclusive, The incumbent, who squeaked 
by with a margin of only 35,000 votes in 1956, 
was snowed under on the order of 2 to 1. 
We believe Illinoisans have replaced a weak 
Governor, whose administrations have been 
ridden with scandal and spoils, with a po- 
tentially strong Governor, forward-looking and 
independent. 

Though the count on the bond issues is 
incomplete, the lead of 3 to1 or better is a sur- 
prisingly favorable showing. Similar proposals 
two years ago failed of passage. A majority 
of the vote cast for members of the Legisla- 
ture is required. Serious concern had ‘been 
felt for the proposals in the closing weeks of 
the campaign, By approving the issue, 
Illinois will be able to modernize and retire 
old buildings and build and equip new ones 
which have been needed with growing urgen- 
cy for the. past quarter-century. Students and 
patients who are now neglected would then 
be served as they deserve. 

These developments make the view across 
the river many shades brighter today.

Theexhibition at the Fairmont 
covers recent years, and shows a 
consistent line of development. 
His point of view is ‘basically 
the Cubist, multiple views of .the 
object, and its fragmentation 
and. re-assembly of form. His 
forms are generally ‘rounded, 
however, instead of arigulaf, and 
they take on identity in arrange- 
ments of bold curves and un- 
dulant color patterns such as are 
found in works of contemporary 
Mexican muralists, particularly 
Siquieros. 

‘Saporita paints on both com- 
position panels and canvas, us- 
ing only a palette knife. His 
surfaces are scraped and scum- 
bled;and this constant working- 
over, which exposes underpaint- 
ing through the upper surfaces, 
makes for a richly varied 
texture. : 

Often, what appears on first 
inspection to be a nonobjective 
painting,. such as ‘‘Jug” and 
“Table,” falls into fornial ,ar- 
rangements when the viewer 
changes his position slightly.. In 
early works, wood grains are 
reproduced almost literally as 
textural contrasts; more recent- 
ly, this idea has been refined 
into textural treatments of the 
painting itself, rather than of ob- 
jects in it. 

In this show, which runs 
through Nov. '23, Sz>orita shows 
maturity and sureness.

above the year-ago levels, al- 
though not strikingly so. 

The Department of Commerce 
recently reported on the balance 
of payments of the United 
States for the first half. of 1960. 


Despite a rise in exports, against 


ports, the country’s over-all bal- | 
ance of payments — the differ- | 
ence between total payments to | 
foreigners and total receipts | 
from foreigners — continued to | 
be unfavorable. The main rea- | 
son was a rise in governmental | 
and private .capital outflow, in- | 
cluding ‘short-term ‘capital seek- | 
ing higher interest rates abroad. 
The total deficit, as measured 
by the increase in foreign- 
owned short-term dollar assets 
and the decline in United States 
gold holdings, was, however, 
cut from more than two billion 
dollars in the first half of 1959 
to less than $1,400,000,000 in the 
first half of this year. 

THERE HAVE BEEN deficits 
in the United States’s balance of 
payments in every year begin- 
ning in 1950, except in 1957. 

During the first half of 1960, 
Foreign governments and banks 
converted only a small part of 
their dollar earnings into gold. 
In the third quarter, however, 
the gold outflow increased 
sharply. 

The flow of gold from this na- | 
tion so far in 1960 has aggre- | 
gated some $1,100,000,000, com- | 
pared with an outward move- | 
ment of $1,078,000,000 in all of 
1959. The United States’s gold 
reserves stand at about $18,300,- 
000,000. 

That. old bugaboo, inflation, 
refuses to go away. In Septem- 
ber the cost of living rose to a 
record high. The Goyernment’s 
consumer price index, using 
1947-49 prices as 100, rose to 
128.8 from 126.6 in August. In 
September 1959, the index was 
at-125.2. The significant thing 
about this increase in consumer 
prices in the last year has not 
been so much the size as the 
persistence. Efforts to hold the 
line seem to be unavailing.

Yesterday you published, in part, my reply to your editorial criti- 
cizing Judge Moore's decision in the Teamster's political contribu- 
tion case. Since you did not print the entire letter, what you did 
print was out of context. A fair appraisal of the Court's decision 
demands that the entire contents be published. Here it is, show- 
ing the parts you omitted in italics.

Dear Sir: 


Your lead editorial on October 
3ist entitled “The Moore 
Amendment” is a wholly unjusti- 
fied criticism of Judge Moore's 
ruling in the Teamster political 
contribution case and is based 
upon a complete misunderstand- 
ing of the facts, the law and 
Judge Moore's Opinion. Your 
interpretation of the Court's 
Opinion is superiatively er- 
roneous when you state: "If 
means that by getting con- 
sent from some of the mem- 
bers, the union boss can 
spend the money of all the 
members for a political pur- 
pose which all the members 
may or may not approve.” 
There is no similarity what- 
ever between the statement 
and Judge Moore's Opinion. 
To the contrary, he held that 
members of a union (in this 
case the majority) may vol- 
untarily allocate a part of 
their dues for federal politi- 
cal purposes and the union 
may expend only that amount 
in connection with a federal 
election. 


In stating, as you did, that 
“This is not a free speech 
controversy,’ you have de- 
fied the fact that five Jus- 
tices of the United States 
Supreme Court have already, 
in twe cases involving the 
statute in question, declared 
it to be unconstitutional for 
this precise reason. 


lt is true, as your editorial 
states, "The statute involved 
uses plain language. (That) 
would bar the use of union 
funds... pretty completely.” 
This is indeed an oversimpli- 
fication because therein is 
the rub. It is because the 
statute, if literally con- 
strued, completely throws a 
bianket prohibition over any 
and all contributions or ex- 
penditures by a labor union 
in connection with a federal 
election that serious ques- 
tions of tonsfitutionality 
arise. 

Your right to publish a criti- 
cism of the Court, as you 
did, goes unquestioned be- 
cause it is guaranteed by the 
First Amendment, which also 
guarantees freedom of 
speech by associations of in- 
dividuals such as labor un- 
ions {Hague v. C.1.0., 307 
U.S. 496). Effective advocacy 
is undeniably enhanced by 
group associations and the 
close nexus between the 


freedoms of speech and as- 


sembly have always been 
recognized by our courts 
(De Jonge v. Oregon, 299 
U. $. 353). The realities of 
modern politics demonstrate that 
the freedom to expend and con- 
tribute is a correlative of free- 
dom of speech, press, assembly 
and petition for redress of griev- 
ances. "Unions can act and 
speak today only by spend- 


ing money, as indeed is true 
of nearly every organization 
and even of individuals if 
their action is to be effec- 
tive,” 335 U. $. 146. Freedom 
of speech and freedom to print 
are emptied of their vitality with- 
out freedom to provide requisite 
funds. The First Amendment 
not only protects 
speech but also guards against an 
abridgment of its full and free 
exercise (Grosjean v. Ameri- 
can Press Co., 297 U. $. 233). 


This very statute (Section 
610 of Title 18, U.S.C.A.] 
was before the Supreme 
Court in United States v. 
C.1.0., 335 U.S, 106 (1948) 
where the expenditure of 
union funds for the publica- 
tion of a political endorse- 
ment in a union newspaper 
was in question. The flavor 
of the Courts majority opin- 
ion was that the language 
of the statute could not be 
given its literal meaning if 
the statute was to be spared 
from unconstitutionality. Ac- 
cordingly, the majority held 
that Congress did not intend 
to outlaw such a publication. 
Justices Rutledge, Douglas, 
Black, and Murphy vigorous- 
ly dissented, holding the 
statute unconstitutional on 
the ground that its blanket 
prohibition was violative of 
First Amendment rights. 


The next time the statute 
came before the Supreme 
Court was in United States 
v. UAW, 352 U.S. 567 (1957). 
Here the United Aute Work- 
ers’ Union was charaed with 
using its general funds te 
purchase a telecast advocat- 
ing the election of certain 
federal candidates. Speak- 
ing through Justice Frank- 
furter, the majority avoided 
ruling the constitutionality 
of the statute and posed the 
question, "For example, was 
the broadcast paid for out 
of the general dues of the 
union membership or may 
the funds be fairly said te 
have been obtained on a 
voluntary basis?" Chief Jus- 
tice Warren and Justices 
Douglas and Biack dissent- 
ed, declaring the statute 
unconstitutional as "a broad- 
side assault on political ex- 
pression guaranteed by the 
First Amendment." 


It is to be remembered that the 
Congressional intent behind the 
enactment of this statute was to 
prevent elections from being un- 
duly influenced by expenditures 
of aggregate wealth and, second, 
to protect minority members of 
labor unions from having their 
moneys expending for causes to 
which they may be opposed. Yet, 
to protect minority interest and 
avoid the expenditure of aggre- 
gate wealth, the statute absolute- 
ly prohibits contributions and 
expenditures of any amount 
whatever even by majority of 
union members. In essence, the 
statute sacrifices the First Amend- 
ment rights of-some because some 
evil may result without confining 
itself to the precise evil sought to 


freedom of 


be curbed. Where First Amend- 
ment rights are impinged, the 
statute must be “narrowly 
drawn” to meet the evil, The 
rights themselves must not be 
curtailed (Cantwell v. Cen- 
necticut, 310 U.S. 296.) 

it wes ugainst this back- 
ground of jegisiative history 
and jpdicial interpretation 
that Judge Moore was called 
upon to render his decision. 
He found, and properly so, that 
the contributions which were the 
subject matter of the indict- 
ments were voluntarily allocated 
by approximately two-thirds. of 
the membership of Local 688, 
This was undisputed. He further 
found that the contributions to 
candidates for federal office at 
no time exceeded the amount so 
designated. This was admitted 
by the government. If Is of 
these fects that Judge 
Moore in his Opinion stated: 
"It it were held as the gov- 
ernment suggested that it 
should be held, that Section 
610 proscribes such a defer- 
mination by a union member 
as to how a portion of his 
dues should be spent, | should 
have grave doubts about the 
constitutionality of such @ 
proscription.” 

It is to be hoped that your criti- 
cism of Judge Moore's Opinion 
involving as it did the Team- 
ster union was not an abandon- 
ment by you of the principle of 
equal justice under law for all. 
Unpopular in some quarters as his 
Opinion may have been, it was a 
stirring example of meeting a 
judicial responsibility within the 
highest traditions of the Bench. 
Any other ruling would have 
been contrary to the law of the 
case. : 

The record should be clarified in 
one other respect. Your editorial 
is exquisitely in error in stating 
that the “Teamsters’ device,” as 
you call it, subjected the union 
funds to “the whim of the boss.” 
Your specific reference was to 
Mr. Harold Gibbons in this in- 
stance. The evidence in this 
case was overwhelming that 
every expenditure of the funds 
voluntarily allocated was author- 
ized and decided upon through a 
completely democratic process 
within the union. The moneys 
were not expended at the 
whim or will of Mr. Gibbons 
aos you seo mistakenly 
charged. 

It is regrettable that your 
editorial has so abused the 
facts, distorted the law, 
and misinterpreted Judge 
Moore's Opinion. It is te be 
hoped that, these things 
having been called te your 
attention, your journalistic 
splendor .will be used in 
praise of a sound decision 
by a couraceous J»dge who 
would protect the First 
Amendment freedoms to 
which your paper has for so 
long been dedicated and by 
virtue of which your. right 
to criticize the Court, even 
unjustly, is guaranteed.

Hip, Thigh Exercises 


EXERCISE has a wonderful place in a woman's beauty 
routine because of its magic effect in normalizing her meas- 
urements. If you are the correct weight, but have one meas- 
urement which is out of proportion, special exercise is your 
dish! Exercise distributes your weight more attractively. 

This week I am giving you my favorite figure molding 
exercise for a few of the measurements which are most apt 
to get out of line. These exercises have all been most suc- 
cessful in my classes. I have already prescribed exercise for 
the waistline and the abdomen. Here are some for the hips 
and thighs. 

The hips and thighs are more stubborn and it usually 
takes a little longer to see results than in the case of the 
Waist and abdomen. However, the following exercises are 
effective if you will be faithful in doing them. 
>* 1. Lie on the floor on your back with your legs straight 
and your arms resting on the floor, extending straight out 
from the shoulder pits. Palms face the floor. Lift your left 
leg up to right angles to your body. Cross your left leg over 
your body and”touch the floor on the right side of your body 
with your left toe, if you can. Keep the knee entirely stiff. 
Even if you cannot touch the floor at first, move as far in 
that direction as possible. Raise the leg and lower it to the 
floor (with a stiff knee). So this exercise has four counts: 
up—across—back up to right angles to the body—and down 
to the floor. 

Do the same thing with your right leg, crossing it over 
the body to touch the floor on the left side of the body. Con- 
tinue, alternating. Do this exercise briskly. 

2. Take the same starting position. Now bend both knees 
and place your feet on the floor, close to your hips. Raise 
your heels high off the floor but keep your toes on the floor, 
as you roll from side to side, slapping the thighs on the floor 
at the end of each roll.

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Chose Science Over Music, Won Nobel Prize 


Dr. Donald Glaser, Physics Winner at 34, Plays 
Viola tor Pleasure—Photographs Atom Particles

BERKELEY, Calif., Nov. 9. 

THE YOUNG MAN in the 
checked sports jacket, charcoal 
slacks and leather sandals 
leaned back in the faded Morris 
chair and considered his prob- 
lem. At 34, he had just won the 
Nobel prize for physics. What 
would he do for an encore? 


“Perhaps you should ask me 
that five years from now,” said 
Dr. Donald Glaser with a shy 
smile. 


His bubble chamber, which en- 
ables scientists to mass produce 
photographs showing what hap- 
pens during the process of atom 
smashing, is not an end in it- 
self, he explained, but the means 
toward an almost metaphysical 
end. With the chamber, he and 
his colleagues will spend the 
next years trying to uncover the 
blocks on which nature is built. 

“It is an article of philosophic 
faith that one day we will find 
the ultimate building block,” 
said Glaser. 


The son of Russian-born par- 
ents, Glaser is a soft-spoken, 
disciplined man of medium build, 
with wavy brown hair and plas- 
tic-rimmed spectacles. 

As a boy in Cleveland, O., he 
built model airplanes, hiked, 
played tennis and showed such 
remarkable talent as a musican 
that at 16 he was playing the 
viola with the Cleveland Phil- 
harmonic. But even at this age, 
the precise logical mind of the 
developing scientist was in com- 
plete command. In deciding 
whether to make his career in 
science or music, Glaser re- 
called: 

“It was very clear that life 
as an only fair physicist would 
be far more pleasant than life 
as an only fair musician. And 
I knew I would never be more 
than a fair musician.” 

He maintained his interest in 
music as an avocation, On the 
night he learned he was the 
recipient of this year’s Nobel 
prize, he celebrated by playing 
chamber music with friends in 
his bachelor home in the Berke- 
ley hills. 

His father, William Glaser, 
was a wholesale notions dealer. 
Both parents, who came to this 
country as children, died a few 
years ago. His married sister, 
Evelyn Newman, is a librarian 
in Cleveland. 

“She is a wonderfully gifted 
girl,”’” said Glaser. ‘I don’t 
know how much sibling rivalry 
had to do with spurring me on. 
I wasn’t even aware of it at 
the time we were growing up, 
of course.”’ 

Glaser was only 23 when he 
earned his Ph.D. at Cal Tech in 
1950. He received his bachelor 
of science degree from Case 
Institute of Technology in 1946 
and now teaches at the Univer-

sity of California in Berkeley. 

He first began his bubble 
chamber experiments at the 
University of Michigan in 1951, 
where he had been hired as a 
physics instructor. It was at 
Ann Arbor that he purchased 
the tired-looking Morris chair 
that now stands out among the 
new chrome furniture in his 
Berkeley office. “I got it from 
a junk dealer for $3,"" he said 
smiling hugely. ‘I rarely ever 
sit in it. When I do, I fall 
asleep. But visitors seem to 
like it.” 

In discussing his work, he 
picks his words carefully, seek- 
ing to make it understandable 
to laymen. Prior to winning the 
Nobel prize, he had never talked 
with newspaper men. He ac- 
cepted the sudden rash of press 
conferences and picture sessions 
with a hint of both consternation 
and pleasure. 

“One newspaper phoned me at 
3 a.m. to tell me I had won,” 
he said. ‘I’m afraid the inter- 
view I gave out at that hour 
was a bit misleading. The paper 
quoted me as saying I intended 
using the prize money ($43,627) 
to buy a new viola. Actually, 
there’s nothing wrong with my 
viola. My father paid $200 for 
it when I was 16. I think I also 
said I was going to buy a new 
piano, which is correct, since the 
old upright I have is so banged 
up that professionals refuse to 
play it.. But I certainly didn’t 
mean to give such a frivolous 
impression of what the prize 
meant to me. Unfortunately, I 
had never been interviewed at 
3 a.m. before.” 

Glaser is particularly eager 
that the press have a firm un- 
derstanding of the ‘‘beer experi- 
ment,” a widely-circulated story 
that he got the idea for his 


chambers by popping the cap 
of a bottle of beer. 

I did early in the experiment 
sneak six bottles of beer into 
the laboratory—alcoholic bev- 
erages were illegal on campus 
—along with several bottles of 
soda and ginger ale. I heated 
them as much as I dared and 
observed the action when the 
caps were removed. 

“It didn’t preve anything, 
but I suppose I'll have a hard 
time living down the beer 
story anyway.” 

Glaser’s articulate, good-hum- 
ored replies halt only when the 
press probes a bit too deeply 
into his romantic interests. 

“['m not engaged,” he said. 
“More than that I think you 
have no right to ask.” 

Glaser does his own cooking, 
which he describes as only ade- 
quate, and’has a cleaning woman 
in every two or three weeks to 
relieve the clutter of his bachelor 
quarters. 

A television set is kept in a 
hall closet, and dragged out only 
for such events as the Edward 
Teller-Lord Russell conversa- 
tions and the recent Kennedy- 
Nixon debates. 

Playing chamber music with 
friends is a favorite pastime. 
He doesn’t care for symphony 
or opera (“I'm rather snooty 
about it—I’'d go see the Boston 
Symphony I suppose”’) and finds 
Wagner “Pompous” and over- 
long. San Francisco jazz pariors 
offer no inducement either. 

‘I don't care for those smoke- 
filled places. They’re noisy and 
conversation is impossible. I 
never cared much for jazz any- 
how. I do like Dixieland.” 

Glaser denies he is a shy man. 

“T like parties and I like peo- 
ple. I wasn’t made for the clois- 
tured life.” He also skis and 


Designing Is This Woman’s Dish

NEW YORK, Nov. 9 (UPI). 
DESIGNING is Selma Casper’s 
dish and she is helping make 
the dining table variety soar to 
new heights in sales. 

Mrs. Casper, 37 years old, a 
small brunette with a large ar- 
tistic sense, is, so far as she 
can determine, the only female 
free lance designer in an in- 
dustry doing $100,000,000 in vol- 
ume annually. She designs din- 
nerware and for the last three 
and one-half years has special- 
ized in patterns for the mela- 
mine plastics field. 

Asked why there aren’t more 
women designing a product 
bought almost exclusively by 
women, Mrs. Casper answered 
that few students getting out 
of design school realize the 
potential of plastics. Melamine 
ware sales alone have jumped 
from $60,000,000 in 1956, when 
patterns were introduced, to 
$100,000,000 in 1959. 


“And the decal people (who 
make the patterns moulded into 
the dishes) are crying for ideas,” 
she said. “I could probably 
double my salary if I wanted to 
work that hard.” 

As is, she earns between 
$8000 and $12,000 a year. 

“This ts the perfect job for 


a woman who wants to have a 
home and family and career 
too, because I can adjust my 
work schedule to fit the family 
routine.” 

Mrs. Casper is married to an 
art historian; they have one 
child, Pamela, 6, and live in a 
charming old building: in Man- 
hattan’s fashionable Gramercy 
Park section. 

Artistic talent came naturally 
to her. Her father, now retired, 
was in fashion merchandising 
and buying. Her mother is a 
milliner. 

The designer, Dorn in Brook- 
lyn, attended art high school and 
studied advertising design at 
Pratt Institute. She left before 
graduation to marry, and after 
World War II designed fabrics. 


She turns out 20 to 25 din- 
nerware designs a month in 
her home studio. She said that 
tableware design is developing 
in two directions. One calls for 
simple, colorful ware for in- 
formal occasions. The other is 
the revival of classic patterns 
with their intricate, baroque 
design 


Today’s homemakers want, 
and recognize, taste in design— 
“I know how much corn sells 
and ‘also how much good stuff 
sells,’’ she said. 


The designer’s ideas come

from treks through museums, 
art galleries, from architecture 
and just window-shopping. ‘‘Or 
sometimes I just sit down and 
start painting,’’ she said. 

Mrs. Casper confessed that 
with patterns her business, she 
tends to run from them at home. 
*‘Most designers are like that,”’ 
she said. ‘I have a set of plastic 
and a set of china dinnerware. 
Both are plain white so I can 
rest while I’m eating.”’

was ‘pleasantly astounded at

He was to teach a class the 
morning his prize was an- 
nounced, but the class was can- 
celed, “I haven't met with any 
of my students yet,"’ he said. 
“But I imagine they are 
pleased.” 

In addition to congratulatory 
telegrams from professional col- 
leagues around the country, 
Glaser received a phone call 
from hts sister in Cleveland. 

“She did have the decency to 
wait until 7:30 in the morning 
to phone me,"’ he smiled. ‘‘She 
said she was ‘fearfully proud.’ 
She said she was a little sur- 
prised, too.” 

Glaser’s immediate plans call 
for. a round of parties with 
friends, , then the trip next 
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month to Stockholm. The award 
ceremonies coincide with the 
university's Christmas holidays 
and he hopes to have time for 
a side trip to Florence. 

“It's one of my favorite cities. 
In 1951, I rented a motorcycle 
and biked all over Europe. I 
would like to have time to do 
that sort of thing again.” 

The telephone on his tidy desk 
buzzed once and he leaned for- 
ward from his Morris chair to 
answer it. He replaced the re- 
ceiver and said with an amused 
smile: 

‘That's Life magazine. They're 
waiting in the outer office.’ He 
chuckled as though it were a 
private joke, then settled back 
in the $3 chair. “This is really 
quite interesting. Quite interest- 
ing indeed.”

Cola and Children 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

WE KNOW A COUPLE who have a little girl, aged 3, who 
drinks various cola drinks all the time instead of milk or 
juices. They claim their doctor started them on it at the age 
of two weeks because “it makes a child burp and is good for 
ehildren.”’ 

- They say they have friends whose little boy drinks three 
bottles a day because of this same ‘‘doctor’s orders.” They 
laugh at us because we won’t give our 6-month-old such drinks. 
What do you think? MR. and MRS. F.S.R. 

I think: Let ’em laugh, and be sorry for the chil- 
dren. Besides I question whether a doctor ever gave 
any such advice. 

There’s probably nothing to be gained in specu- 
lating on how this idiotic idea got started, All we can 

do is look at the facts. I have nothing against cola 

drinks, so long as they are intelligently used. 


— What's in them? Water, and bubbles, and sugar, and flav- 
ering, and some caffein, nothing a baby needs that he won’t 
get from his natural staple, milk. 


But some things are missing: The only food value is the | 


sugar, and an infant gets that from milk, formula, juices. 
And the sugar in the usual foods is a better kind for the 
baby’s purposes. There’s no protein in cola drinks and protein 
is the building material of the body. And there are no vitamins. 

No doubt the bubbles will make a child burp, but what’s 
the purpose in giving an infant something that will make 
him burp? The only reason for burping a baby is to get rid 
of the air he has swallowed in the course of eating his food. 

This whole crop of nonsense that your friends have been 
trying to force down your throats is just that: Nonsense! 

It is ridiculous to feed such stuff to a baby. A ridiculous 
deprivation of the food the baby should be getting instead, 
and besides it is probably downright harmful. 

The harmful part, for a child, is the caffein. It is a stimu- 
lant, just as the caffein in coffee or tea is a stimulant. Babies 
don’t need stimulants. Excess stimulation can lead to lack 
of sleep and nervousness. 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

CAN ONE GAIN WEIGHT from liquids alone? P.A.M, 
Certainly, because liquids sometimes contain more 

calories than solid foods. See how much salt, or sugar 

you can dissolve in a full glass of water, without 

running the glass over the top. You'll see what I 

mean. Or see how many more calories are contained 

in a pound of milk than in a pound of celery. 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

I AM A GIRL, 15. My parents do not allow me to shave 
my legs for they believe it will make my skin harsh and 
rough. I would appreciate your answer. MISS M.B., 

Your parents are mistaken. Shaving has mighty 
little effect on skin texture—as your father will see 

if he will compare the skin of his forehead, where he 

doesn’t shave, and his cheek, where he does. Maybe 

you can arrive at a compromise: What about one of 
the small electric razors made for women? And, of 
course, there are depilatory creams for removing hair.
